He said the CIA reported 
that in 1955 the National Se- 
curity Council bad asked John 
Hollister, then chief of what 


prove the infernal security 
capacity of police in a num- 
ber of foreign countries. 

At the same time, the CIA 
reported, the National Secur- 
ity Council asked the CIA 
and other Government agen- 
cies to assist this effort In 
Vietnam, the aid agency con- 
tracted this program to Michi- 
gan State, received CIA as- 
signee. 

Saltonstall is a member of 
the Senate Armed Services 
committee on the CIA. An 
aide said that the Senator had 
made the statement on his 
own initiative and had not 
been asked to do so by the 
CIA. 

Harris said that SaltonstalTs 
version of the CIA explanation 
was substantially the same as 
the one he had been given. 

In an interview yesterday, 
Harris explained that his con- 
cern stems from his assign- 
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eminent Operations Subcom- 
mittee on Government Re- 
search. 

Harris is expected to hold 
hearings soon that very likely 
will include CIA activities if 
evidence indicates CIA in- 
volvement with university re- 
search projects. 

Harris said yesterday that 
he is “open for business” in 
receiving such evidence. 

Harris’s unsual meeting with 
CIA representatives yesterday 
originated last Friday when 
Harris requested that the CIA 
explain the charges. 

The CIA refused to meet 
jvith Harris, explaining that 
t met only with the Congress- 
men on the special Congres- 
sional CIA subcommittees. 
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
